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DIRECTIONS TO TEACHERS. 



This Course of Old Testament Lessons is intended for 
Scholars of about eight to ten years of age, who are able to 
read and write as well as the average pupil of the highest 
grades of the Primary Departments of our Public Schools. 
Earlier than this, few children can be expected to do home 
work, with the possible exception of some memorizing. 

Children of this age write slowly and with difficulty, 
and the reading of the English Bible is not easy work for 
them. A large proportion of our Sunday School children 
cannot get help at home, the parents being either too busy, 
or else, as is the case frequently in our Mission Schools, 
lack an adequate knowledge of the English language. 
For both of these classes of children, work that depends on 
the mother's reading the Bible portion at home and ex- 
plaining it, is impossible; and the giving of such work 
only teaches the children not to do their Sunday School 
lessons. 

These lessons are so planned, it is hoped, that with a 
little help from the teacher, a scholar of the proper grade 
will be able to do all the work required, even if home aid 
is not procurable. 

This year's work should be considered from two points 
of view, as one step in a graded system, and as suitable 
lessons for children of this age. As part of a graded 
course, the work to be done is so to familiarize the scholars 
with finding their places in the Bible, that they can easily 
do the written work of the subsequent course on the Life of 
Jesus. With this aim in view, a certain number of ad- 
vanced questions with reference have been given. These 
should be looked up each week by the scholar at home, and 
the children should be prepared to answer them in class 
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the following Sunday. In most cases these questions will 
be found to make a good introduction to the lesson of the 
day. 

The definite work of the grade taken as a unit, is to 
teach the scholars the facts of the well-known Bible Stories, 
leaving, as a rule, the application of the story to a later 
date. The greater part of the work of this grade must fall 
on the teachers, and it will add much of interest if the 
teachers can come to the class with a fresh story. For 
this reason, as far as possible, the advanced questions do 
not cover the story, but are only for an introduction to the 
story. For the same reason, the scholar should not be 
urged to read the story at home before the lesson, but after 
the lesson has been taught. For the same reason, the les- 
son should not be used as a responsive reading before the 
lgsson. Either the responsive reading should be postponed 
till after the lesson, when the fact that the scholars have a 
knowledge of the subject, will help the poor reading, or if 
this is not possible, a psalm or other portion of the Scrip- 
ture should be used in place of the lesson for the day. 

The class teacher should not read the story to her schol- 
ars, but tell it. Before coming to the class, the teacher 
should have read the complete story from the Bible and re- 
hearsed it to herself, so that the story, as told to the schol- 
ars, may be as complete and interesting as possible. Bald- 
win's Fifty Famous Stories of the East, and Moulton's 
Bible Stories in the Modern Reader's Bible will be found 
of great value. 

This is the formative age with the child. Much of 
the success of future Sunday School teachers' work depends 
on how you train the scholars this year. See that they 
recite the Golden Text accurately. To let an incorrect 
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quotation pass, only trains them to be careless. In the re- 
view questions a reference has only been given where it was 
thought the scholars might have forgotten the fact. In 
teaching the lesson, the teacher has the advantage of know- 
ing what the review question will be. 

No definite memorizing work, other than the Golden 
Text, has been given; but at this age some should surely 
be undertaken. Whether this should be Catechism, 
Hymns, Psalms, or some other portion of the Bible, is left 
to the Superintendent to direct as each school has its own 
plans definitely mapped out. 

This course is planned for thirty lessons (twenty-six 
new lessons, two reviews, and two examinations) thus leav- 
ing ten special lessons to be inserted by those schools re- 
quiring more than twenty-six lessons. 

It is earnestly asked that teachers using this course will 
freely send their criticisms and suggestions; for only 1?y 
so doing, can we hope to improve upon it in the future.

An olive green pulp, as well 
as other shades, can be secured from the Crocker Man- 
ufacturing Company, Holyoke, Mass. The pulp can be put 
back into the tub after each lesson and used over and over, 
by adding sufficient water. Do not have pulp too dry or 
too wet ; a little experience will show the right consistency 
for quick results.

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THE BOOKS OF THE BIBLE. 



The Bible (or Book) is formed by a combination of the 
various Books of the Old Testament and the New Testa- 
ment. They are accepted by the Christian Church as God- 
given, or "inspired," "holy men of old speaking, as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost." They are different from 
other books, thus having both divine revelation and divine 
authority. 

As Literature, the Bible shows the individual style of 
the writers. We distinguish clearly poetry, lyrics, narra- 
tive, legal documents, prophecy, history, etc., as literature, 
as well as diversities in language, diction, smoothness of 
form, etc. The Bible writers were penmen, not pens. 

Certain things, seen in our ordinary English Bibles, 
have been inserted there by students in recent years, and 
are manifestly not part of the original Bible and thus not 
"inspired." Such are the Marginal Dates, the Italics (put 
in to make sense, on account of omitted words or difficulty 
in translation), Division into Chapters, into Verses, etc., 
Marginal Eeferences, Order of Books in English (differing 
from that in Hebrew), Titles of Books and Ascribed Au- 
thorship, Headings of Chapters, Book Endings. Any of 
these, if altered, will not affect the Bible. 

The word "Canon" is used for the Authorized List of 
Books, as accepted by the Church Universal. These are 
the ones found in our Bibles ordinarily. In the large 
Bibles, between the Old and the New Testaments, certain 
other "non-inspired" Books, called "the Apocrypha," are 
bound, for convenience, since portions from them are read 
occasionally in the Church Service, as Lessons. The 
Greek and Eoman Churches accept these as probably in- 
spired; but the general weight of evidence is not at all in 
favor of this view. 
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The Old Testament List is the same, of course, in the 
Hebrew and English Bibles, but the order differs. In 
Hebrew the books are in three divisions, "the Law, the 
Prophets, and the Writings." A combination of several 
of the books makes the Hebrew List 24, while the English 
is 39. The two lists are given below:

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DIRECTIONS TO TEACHEES. 



This Course of Old Testament Lessons is intended for 
Scholars of about eight to ten years of age, who are able 
to read and write as well as the average pupil of the highest 
grades of the Primary Departments of our Public Schools. 
Earlier than this, few children can be expected to do home 
work, with the possible exception of some memorizing. 

Children of this age write slowly and with difficulty, 
and the reading of the English Bible is not easy work for 
them. A large proportion of our Sunday School children 
cannot get help at home, the parents being either too busy, 
or else, as is the case frequently in our Mission Schools, 
they lack an adequate knowledge of the English language. 
For both of these classes of children, work that depends on 
the mother's reading the Bible portion at home and ex- 
plaining it, is impossible; and the giving of such work only 
teaches the children not to do their Sunday School lessons. 

These lessons are so planned, it is hoped, that with a 
little help from the mother, a scholar of the proper grade 
will be able to do all the work required, even if home aid 
is not procurable. 

This year's work should be considered from two points 
of view : as one step in a graded system, and as suitable les- 
sons for children of this age. As part of a graded course, 
the work to be done is so to familiarize the scholars with 
finding their places in the Bible, that they can easily do the 
written work of the subsequent course on the Life of Jesus. 
With this aim in view, a certain number of advanced ques- 
tions with references have been given. These should be 
looked up each week by the scholar at home, and the chil- 
dren should be prepared to answer them in class the fol- 
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Stories from the Old Testament. 

lowing Sunday. In most cases these questions will be 
found to make a good introduction to the lesson of the day. 

The definite work of the grade taken as a unit, is to 
teach the scholars the fact of the well-known Bible Stories, 
leaving, as a rule, the application of the story to a later 
date. The greater part of the work of this grade must fall 
on the teachers, and it will add much of interest if the 
teachers can come to the class with a fresh story. For this 
reason, as far as possible, the advanced questions do not 
cover the story, but are only for an introduction to the 
story. For the same reason, the scholar should not be 
urged to read the story at home before the lesson, but after 
the lesson has been taught. For the same reason, also, the 
lesson should not be used as a responsive reading before the 
lesson. Either the responsive reading should be postponed 
till after the lesson, when the fact that the scholars have a 
knowledge of the subject, will help the poor reading, or if 
this is not possible, a psalm or other portion of the Scrip- 
ture should be used in place of the lesson for the day. 

The class teacher should not read the story to her schol- 
ars, but tell it. Before coming to the class, the teacher 
should have read the complete story from the Bible and re- 
hearsed it to herself, so that the story, as told to the schol- 
ars, may be as complete and interesting as possible. Bald- 
win's Fifty Famous Stories of the East, and Moulton's 
Bible Stories in the Modern Reader s Bible will be found 
of great value. 

This is the formative age with the child. Much of the 
success of future Sunday School teachers' work depends 
on how you train the scholars this year. See that they re- 
cite the Golden Texts accurately. To let an incorrect quo- 
tation pass, only trains them to be careless. In the Eeview 
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Stories from the Old Testament. 



Questions, a reference has only been given where it was 
thought the scholars might have forgotten the fact. In 
teaching the lesson, the teacher has the advantage of know- 
ing what the review questions will be. When the scholars 
are more familiar with the work and are beginning to write 
better, it is a good plan to urge them to write the answers 
to the advanced questions. Where a class is able to do so, 
let each bring to the class, in writing, his account of the 
story of the preceding Sunday. 

No definite memorizing work, other than the Golden 
Texts, has been given; but at this age some should surely 
be undertaken. Whether this should be Catechism, 
Hymns, Psalms, or some other portion of the Bible, is left 
to the Superintendent to direct as each school has its own 
plans definitely mapped out. 

This course is planned for thirty lessons (twenty-six 
new lessons, two reviews, and two examinations) thus leav- 
ing ten special lessons to be inserted by those schools re- 
quiring more than twenty-six lessons. 

It is earnestly asked that teachers using this course will 
freely send in their criticisms and suggestions ; for only by 
so doing, can we hope to improve upon it in the future.

The Bible (or Book) is formed by a combination of the 
various Books of the Old Testament and the New Testa- 
ment. They are accepted by the Christian Church as God- 
given, or "inspired," "holy men of old speaking, as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost." They are different 
from other books, thus having both divine revelation and 
divine authority. 

As Literature, the Bible shows the individual style of 
the writers. We distinguish clearly poetry, lyrics, narra- 
tive, legal documents, prophecy, history, etc., as literature, 
as well as diversities in language, diction, smoothness of 
form, etc. The Bible writers were penmen, not pens. 

Certain things, seen in our ordinary English Bibles, 
have been inserted there by students in recent years, and 
are manifestly not part of the original Bible and thus not 
"inspired." Such are the Marginal Dates, the Italics (put 
in to make sense, on account of omitted words or difficulty 
in translation), Division into Chapters, into Verses, etc., 
Marginal Eeferences, Order of Books in English (differing 
from that in Hebrew), Titles of Books and Ascribed Au- 
thorship, Headings of Chapters, Book Endings. Any of 
these, if altered, will not affect the Bible. 

The word "Canon" is used for the Authorized List of 
Books, as accepted by the Church Universal. These are 
the ones found in our Bibles ordinarily. In the large 
Bibles, between the Old and the New Testaments, certain 
other "non-inspired" Books, called "the Apocrypha," are 
bound, for convenience, since portions from them are read 
occasionally in the Church Service, as Lessons. The 
Greek and Roman Churches accept these as probably in- 
spired; but the general weight of evidence is not at all in 
favor of this view. 
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The Old Testament List is the same, of course, in the 
Hebrew and English Bibles, but the order differs. In 
Hebrew the books are in three divisions, "the Law, the 
Prophets, and the Writings." A combination of several 
of the books makes the Hebrew List 24, while the English 
is 39. The two lists are given below :

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CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF ISRAEL AND 
JUDAH. 

The dates and events in the time of the Divided King- 
dom cannot be fixed with any degree of exactitude. The 
approximate dates, as given in the margins of our Author- 
ized Bibles, computed by Archbishop Ussher and printed 
first in 1701, have been much modified by several recent 
systems of chronology, appearing in the last generation, 
and more closely conforming to probable history. These 
new systems divide into two main classes ; those based on a 
somewhat longer existence of the two kingdoms ; and those 
that reduce the period by some forty years. The latter are 
more likely correct, since they are based on more accurate 
chronological data, particularly Assyrian inscriptions. The 
following table is based on that found in the German Bible 
Dictionary of Riehm :

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CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF SYEIA. 

We know but little of Syria's earlier history. It was 
at first called Aram. It was divided into several small 
sections, of which Damascus seems to have been the most 
important. Saul (I. Sam. 14:47) and David (II. Sam. 
8) conquered portions of the land. Syria continued 
hostile to Israel, from the days of Solomon on; but as it 
was itself continually struggling for its defence against 
Assyria, it really served as a protection for Israel against 
that country. It was because of their common foe, 
Assyria, that King Rezin of Syria formed his famous 
alliance with Pekah, King of Israel (II. Kings 15:29; 
16 : 5). Meyer's "Geschichte des Alterthums" gives the fol- 
lowing rather uncertain table of chronology:

CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OP ASSYRIA. 

Soon after 2000 B. C, it is believed that a colony went 
north from Babylonia, and founded what was later the 
great Assyrian Empire. By 1400 B. C. it had become an 
independent kingdom, probably. Its chief city, Nineveh, 
was founded by Shalmaneser I., about 1300 B. C. From, 
that time, save for one brief period (1060-930) until 625 
B. C, Assyria was the greatest Eastern Kingdom, it's sol- 
diers sweeping over the whole territory surrounding. In 
606, the Medes and Babylonians conquered Nineveh, and 
Assyria became again a Babylonian Kingdom. The period 
of decline aJ)ove referred to (1060-930) was the time 
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the prophets of this period, refer quite often to. Assyria 
and its people.

CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF BABYLONIA. 

The early history of Babylonia, reaching back further 
than 3000 B. C, is lost in obscurity. About that date 
several independent States seem to have existed, one of 
them, Sumir, having Ur for its Capital, from which city, 
the family of Abram seems to have migrated. Akkad in 
the northern part of the country, is mentioned about 2200 
B. C. on the monuments. Consolidation of the various 
States was effected within the next five or six centuries; 
but no firmly united monarchy existed until 1670 B. C, 
when the Cassite Prince from Elam, Chammu-ragas 
(Hammurabi) effected it. When Assyria conquered 
Babylonia in the thirteenth century, a Chaldean Power was 
established in Babylon. This Assyrian rule continued 
until Assur-bani-pal's death in 625 B. C. After this 
Nabopolassar acted as an independent king. Under 
Nebuchadnezzar Babylonia reached its zenith. Cyrus 
conquered her in 538 B. C, and she became part of the 
Medo-Persian Empire.

This Course of Old Testament Lessons is inteded for 
Scholars of about nine to eleven years of age, who are able 
to read and write as well as the average pupil of the highest 
grades of the Primary Departments of our Public Schools. 
Earlier than this, few children can be expected to do home 
work, with the possible exception of some memorizing. 

In most Sunday Schools scholars of this age have been 
out of the Infant Class or Primary Department one or 
more years, but in any case it will be found of advantage if 
the work of the preceding year consisted of Old Testament 
Stories from the Creation to the time of Samuel. 

Children of this age write slowly and with difficulty, 
and the reading of the English Bible is not easy work for 
them. A large proportion of our Sunday School children 
cannot get help at home, the parents being either too busy, 
or else, as is the case frequently in our Mission Schools,, 
lacking an adequate knowledge of the English language. 
For both of these classes of children, work that depends on 
the mother's reading of the Bible portion at home and ex- 
plaining it, is impossible ; and the giving of such work only 
teaches the children not to do their Sunday School lessons. 

These lessons are so planned, it is hoped, that with a 
little help from the teacher, a scholar of the proper grade 
will be able to do all the work required, even if home aid 
is not procurable. 

This year's work should be considered from two points 
of view, as one step in a graded system, and as suitable les- 
sons for children of this age. As part of a graded course, 
the work to be done is so to familiarize the scholars with 
finding their places in the Bible, that they can easily do the 
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written work of the subsequent course on the Life of Jesus. 
With this aim in view, a certain number of advanced ques- 
tions with references have been given. These should be 
looked up each week by the scholar at home, and the chil- 
dren should be prepared to answer them in class the fol- 
lowing Sunday. In most cases these questions will be 
found to make a good introduction to the lesson of the day. 

The definite work of the grade taken as a unit, is to 
teach the scholars the facts of the well-known Bible Stories, 
leaving, as a rule, the applications of the story to a later 
date. The greater part of the work of this grade must fall 
on the teachers, and it will add much of interest if the 
teachers can come to the class with a fresh story. For this 
reason, as far as possible, the advanced questions do not 
cover the story, but are only for an introduction to the 
story. For the same reason, the scholar should not be 
urged to read the story at home before the lesson, but after 
the lesson has been taught. For the same reason, also, the 
lesson should not be used as a responsive reading before the 
lesson. Either the responsive reading should be postponed 
till after the lesson, when the fact that the scholars have a 
knowledge of the subject, will help the poor reading, or if 
this is not possible, a psalm or other portion of the Scrip- 
ture should be used in place of the lesson for the day. 

The class teacher should not read the story to her schol- 
ars, but tell it. Before coming to the class, the teacher 
should have read the complete story from the Bible and re- 
hearsed it to herself, so that the story, as told to the schol- 
ars, may be as complete and interesting as possible. Bald- 
win's Fifty Famous Stories of the East, and Moulton's 
Bible Stories in the Modern Reader s Bible will be found 
of great value. 
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This is the formative age with the child. Much of the 
success of future Sunday School teachers' work, depends 
on how you train the scholars this year. See that they re- 
cite the Golden Texts accurately. To let an incorrect quo- 
tation pass, only tdains them to be careless. The review 
questions are better when answered orally, In the review 
questions a reference has only been given where it was 
thought the scholars might have forgotten the fact. In 
teaching the lesson, the teacher has the advantage of know- 
ing what the review question will be. The advanced ques- 
tions at first will probably have to be answered orally, but 
later in the year, when the scholars are more familiar with 
the work and are beginning to write better, it is a good 
plan to urge them to write the answers to the advanced 
questions. Where a class is able to do so, let each bring 
to the class, in writing, their account of the story of the 
preceding Sunday. 

No definite memorizing work, other than the Golden 
Texts, has been given; but at this age some should surely 
be undertaken. Whether this should be Catechism, 
Hymns, Psalms, or some other portion of the Bible, is left 
to the Superintendent to direct as each school has its own 
plans definitely mapped out. 

This course is planned for thirty lessons (twenty-six 
new lessons, two reviews, and two examinations) thus leav- 
ing ten special lessons to be inserted by those schools re- 
quiring more than twenty-six lessons. 

It is earnestly asked that teachers using this course will 
freely send in their criticisms and suggestions ; for only by 
so doing, can we hope to improve upon it in the future.

A half barrel of pulp can be secured from any paper- 
mill at small cost. It will be most satisfactory to secure a 
sufficient supply at the start. Strawboard pulp is good, as 
it looks most like earth. An olive-green pulp, as well as 
other shades, can be secured from the Crocker Manufactur- 
ing Co., Holyoke, Mass. The pulp can be put back into 
the tub after each lesson and used over and over, by adding 
sufficient water. Do not have pulp too dry or too wet; a 
little experience will show the right consistency for quick 
results.

THE BOOKS OF THE BIBLE. 



The Bible (or Book) is formed by a combination of the 
various Books of the Old Testament and the New Testa- 
ment. They are accepted by the Christian Church as God- 
given, or "inspired," "holy men of old speaking, as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost." They are different 
from other books, thus having both divine revelation and 
divine authority. 

As Literature, the Bible shows the individual style of 
the writers. We distinguish clearly poetry, lyrics, narra- 
tive, legal documents, prophecy, history, etc., as literature, 
as well as diversities in language, diction, smoothness of 
form, etc. The Bible writers were penmen, not pens. 

Certain things, seen in our ordinary English Bibles, 
have been inserted there by students in recent years, and 
are manifestly not part of the original Bible and thus not 
"inspired." Such are the Marginal Dates, the Italics (put 
in to make sense, on account of omitted words or difficulty 
in translation), Division into Chapters, into Verses, etc., 
Marginal References, Order of Books in English (differing 
from that in Hebrew), Titles of Books and Ascribed Au- 
thorship, Headings of Chapters, Book Endings. Any of 
these, if altered, will not affect the Bible. 

The word "Canon" is used for the Authorized List of 
Books, as accepted by the Church Universal. These are 
the ones found in our Bibles ordinarily. In the large 
Bibles, between the Old and the New Testaments, certain 
other "non-inspired" Books, called "the Apocrypha," are 
bound, for convenience, since portions from them are read 
occasionally in the Church Service, as Lessons. The 
Greek and Eoman Churches accept these as probably in- 
spired ; but the general weight of evidence is not at all in 
favor of this view. 
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The Old Testament List is the same, of course, in the 
Hebrew and English Bibles, but the order differs. In 
Hebrew the books are in three divisions, "the Law, the 
Prophets, and the Writings." A combination of several 
of the books makes the Hebrew List 24, while the English 
is 39. The two lists are given below :

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CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF ISRAEL AND 
JUDAH. 

The dates and events in the time of the Divided King- 
dom cannot be fixed with any degree of exactitude. The 
approximate dates, as given in the margins of our Author- 
ized Bibles, computed by Archbishop Ussher and printed 
first in 1701, have been much modified by several recent 
systems of chronology, appearing in the last generation, 
and more closely conforming to probable history. These 
new systems divide into two main classes ; those based on a 
somewhat longer existence of the two kingdoms ; and those 
that reduce the period by some forty years. The latter are 
more likely correct, since they are based on more accurate 
chronological data, particularly Assyrian inscriptions. The 
following table is based on that found in the German Bible 
Dictionary of Riehm :

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CHEONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF SYEIA. 

We know but little of Syria's earlier history. It was 
at first called Aram. It was divided into several small 
sections, of which Damascus seems to have been the most 
important. Saul (I. Sam. 14:47) and David (II. Sam. 
8) conquered portions of the land. Syria continued 
hostile to Israel, from the days of Solomon on; but as it 
was itself continually struggling for its defence against 
Assyria, it really served as a protection for Israel against 
that country. It was because of their common foe, 
Assyria, that King Eezin of Syria formed his famous 
alliance with Pekah, King of Israel (II. Kings 15:29; 
16:5). Meyer's "Geschichte des Alterthums" gives the fol- 
lowing rather uncertain table of chronology :

CHKONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF ASSYEIA. 

Soon after 2000 B. C, it is believed that a colony went 
north from Babylonia, and founded what was later the 
great Assyrian Empire. By 1400 B. C. it had become an 
independent kingdom, probably. Its chief city, Nineveh, 
was founded by Shalmaneser I., about 1300 B. C. From 
that time, save for one brief period (1060-930) until 625 
B. C, Assyria was the greatest Eastern Kingdom, its sol- 
diers sweeping over the whole territory surrounding. In 
606, the Medes and Babylonians conquered Nineveh, and 
Assyria became again a Babylonian Kingdom. The period 
of decline above referred to (1060-930) was the time 
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the prophets of this period, refer quite often to Assyria 
and its people.

CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF BABYLONIA. 

The early history of Babylonia, reaching back further 
than 3000 B. C, is lost in obscurity. About that date 
several independent States seem to have existed, one of 
them, Sumir, having Ur for its Capital, from which city, 
the family of Abram seems to have migrated. Akkad in 
the northern part of the country, is mentioned about 2200 
B. C. on the monuments. Consolidation of the various 
States was effected within the next five or six centuries; 
but no firmly united monarchy existed until 1670 B. C, 
when the Cassite Prince from Elam, Chammu-ragas 
(Hammurabi) effected it. When Assyria conquered 
Babylonia in the thirteenth century, a Chaldean Power was 
established in Babylon. This Assyrian rule continued 
until Assur-bani-paFs death in 625 B. C. After this 
Nabopolassar acted as an independent king. Under 
Nebuchadnezzar Babylonia reached its zenith. Cyrus 
conquered her in 538 B. C, and she became part of the 
Medo-Persian Empire.

DIRECTIONS TO TEACHERS. 



This Course of Old Testament Lessons is intended for 
Scholars of about nine to eleven years of age, who are able 
to read and write as well as the average pupil of the highest 
grades of the Primary Departments of our Public Schools. 
Earlier than this, few children can be expected to do home 
work, with the possible exception of some memorizing. 

In most Sunday Schools scholars of this age have been 
out of the Infant Class or Primary Department one or 
more years, but in any case it will be found of advantage if 
the work of the preceding year consisted of Old Testament 
Stories from the Creation to the time of Samuel. 

Children of this age write slowly and with difficulty, 
and the reading of the English Bible is not easy work for 
them. A large proportion of our Sunday School children 
cannot get help at home, the parents being either too busy, 
or else, as is the case frequently in our Mission Schools, 
they lack an adequate knowledge of the English language. 
For both of these classes of children, work that depends on 
the mother's reading of the Bible portion at home and ex- 
plaining it, is impossible; and the giving of such work only 
teaches the children not to do their Sunday School lessons. 

These lessons are so planned, it is hoped, that with a 
little help from the teacher, a scholar of the proper grade 
will be able to do all the work required, even if home aid 
is not procurable. 

This year's work should be considered from two points 
of view : as one step in a graded system, and as suitable les- 
sons for children of this age. As part of a graded course, 
the work to be done is so to familiarize the scholars with 
finding their places in the Bible, that they can easily do the 
written work of the subsequent course on the Life of Jesus. 
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Stories from the Old Testament. 

With this aim in view, a certain number of advanced ques- 
tions with references have been given. These should be 
looked up each week by the scholar at home, and the chil- 
dren should be prepared to answer them in class the fol- 
lowing Sunday. In most cases these questions will be 
found to make a good introduction to the lesson of the day. 

The definite work of the grade taken as a unit, is to 
•teach the scholars the facts of the well-known Bible Stories, 
leaving, as a rule, the application of the story to a later 
date. The greater part of the work of this grade must full 
on the teachers, and it will add much of interest if the 
teachers can come to the class with a fresh story. For this 
reason, as far as possible; the advanced questions do not 
cover the story, but are only for an introduction to the 
story. For the same reason, the scholar should not be 
urged to read the story at home before the lesson, but after 
the lesson has been taught. For the same reason, also, the 
lesson should not be used as a responsive reading before the 
lesson. Either the responsive reading should be postponed 
till after the lesson, when the fact that the scholars have a 
knowledge of the subject, will help the poor reading, or if 
this is not possible, a psalm or other portion of the Scrip- 
ture should be used in place of the lesson for the day. 

The class teacher should not read the story to her schol- 
ars, but tell it. Before coming to the class, the teacher 
should have read the complete story from the Bible and re- 
hearsed it to herself, so that the story, as told to the schol- 
ars, may be as complete and interesting as possible. Bald- 
win's Fifty Famous Stories of the East, and Moulton's 
Bible Stories in the Modern Reader's Bible will be found 
of great value. 

This is the formative age with the child. Much of the 
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success of future Sunday School teachers' work depends 
on how you train the scholars this year. See that they re- 
cite the Golden Texts accurately. To let an incorrect quo- 
tation pass, only trains them to be careless. The review 
questions are better when answered orally. In the Review 
Questions, a reference has only been given where it was 
thought the scholars might have forgotten the fact. In 
teaching the lesson, the teacher has the advantage of know r - 
ing what the review question will be. The advanced ques- 
tions at first will probably have to be answered orally, but 
later in the year, when the scholars are more familiar with 
the work and are beginning to write better, it is a good plan 
to urge them to write the answers to the advanced ques- 
tions. Where a class is able to do so, let each bring to the 
class, in writing, their account of the story of the preceding 
Sunday. 

No definite memorizing work, other than the Golden 
Texts, has been given; but at this age some should surely 
be undertaken. Whether this should be Catechism, 
Hymns, Psalms, or some other portion of the Bible, is left 
to the Superintendent to direct as each school has its own 
plans definitely mapped out. 

This course is plannned for forty lessons (twenty-six 
new lessons, two reviews, and two examinations) with ten 
special lessons to be inserted by those schools requiring 
more than twenty-six lessons. 

It is earnestly asked that teachers using this course will 
freely send in their criticisms and suggestions ; for only by 
so doing, can we hope to improve upon it in the future.

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THE BOOKS OF THE BIBLE. 



The Bible (or Book) is formed by a combination of the 
various Books of the Old Testament and the New Testa- 
ment. They are accepted by the Christian Church as God- 
given, or "inspired," "holy men of old speaking, as they 
were moved by the Holy Ghost." They are different from 
other books, thus having both divine revelation and divine 
authority. 

As Literature, the Bible shows the individual style of 
the writers. We distinguish clearly poetry, lyrics, narra- 
tive, legal documents, prophecy, history, etc., as literature, 
as well as diversities in language, diction, smoothness of 
form, etc. The Bible writers were penmen, not pens. 

Certain things, seen in our ordinary English Bibles, 
have been inserted there by students in recent years, and 
are manifestly not part of the original Bible and thus not 
"inspired." Such are theJMarginal Dates, the Italics (put 
in to make sense, on account of omitted words or difficulty 
in translation), Division into Chapters, into Verses, etc., 
Marginal References, Order of Books in English (differing 
from that in Hebrew), Titles of Books and Ascribed Au- 
thorship, Headings of Chapters, Book Endings. Any of 
these, if altered, will not affect the Bible. 

The word "Canon" is used for the Authorized List of 
Books, as accepted by the Church Universal. These are 
the ones found in our Bibles ordinarily. In the large 
Bibles, between the Old and the New Testaments, certain 
other "non-inspired" Books, called "the Apocrypha," are 
bound, for convenience, since portions from them are read 
occasionally in the Church Service, as Lessons. The 
Greek and Roman Churches accept these as probably in- 
spired; but the general weight of evidence is not at all in 
favor of this view. 
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The Old Testament List is the same, of course, in the 
Hebrew and English Bibles, but the order differs. In 
Hebrew the books are in three divisions, "the Law, the 
Prophets, and the Writings." A combination of several 
of the books makes the Hebrew List 24, while the English 
is 39. The two lists are given below :

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CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF ISRAEL AND 
JUDAH. 



The dates and events in the time of the Divided King- 
dom cannot be fixed with any degree of exactitude. The 
approximate dates, as given in the margins of our Author- 
ized Bibles, computed by Archbishop Ussher and printed 
first in 1701, have been much modified by several recent 
systems of chronology, appearing in the last generation, 
and more closely conforming to probable history. These 
new systems divide into two main classes ; those based on a 
somewhat longer existence of the two kingdoms ; and those 
that reduce the period by some forty years. The latter are 
more likely correct, since they are based on more accurate 
chronological data, particularly Assyrian inscriptions. The 
following table is based on that found in the German Bible 
Dictionary of Riehm :

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CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OF SYRIA. 



We know but little of Syria's earlier history. It was 
at first called Aram. It was divided into several small 
sections, of which Damascus seems to have been the most 
important. Saul (I. Sam. 14:47) and David (II. Sam. 
8) conquered portions of the land. Syria continued 
hostile to Israel, from the days of Solomon on; but as it 
was itself continually struggling for its defence against 
Assyria, it really served as a protection for Israel against 
that country. It was because of their common foe, 
Assyria, that King Rezin of Syria formed his famous 
alliance with Pekah, King of Israel (II. Kings 15:29; 
16 : 5). Meyer's "Geschichte des Alterthums" gives the fol- 
lowing rather uncertain table of chronology :

CHRONOLOGY OP THE KINGS OP ASSYRIA. 



Soon after 2000 B. C, it is believed that a colony went 
north from Babylonia, and founded what was later the 
great Assyrian Empire. By 1400 B. C. it had become an 
independent kingdom, probably. Its chief city, Nineveh, 
was founded by Shalmaneser I., about 1300 B. C. From 
that time, save for one brief period (1060-930) until 625 
B. C, Assyria was the greatest Eastern Kingdom, its sol- 
diers sweeping over the whole territory surrounding. In 
606, the Medes and Babylonians conquered Nineveh, and 
Assyria became again a Babylonian Kingdom. The period 
of decline above referred to (1060-930) was the time 
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the prophets of this period, refer quite often to Assyria 
and its people.

CHRONOLOGY OF THE KINGS OP BABYLONIA. 

The early history of Babylonia, reaching back further 
than 3000 B. C, is lost in obscurity. About that date 
several independent States seem to have existed, one of 
them, Sumir, having Ur for its Capital, from which city, 
the family of Abram seems to have migrated. Akkad in 
the northern part of the country, is mentioned about 2200 
B. C. on the monuments. Consolidation of the various 
States was effected within the next five or six centuries; 
but no firmly united monarchy existed until 1670 B. C, 
when the Cassite Prince from Elam, Chammu-ragas 
(Hammurabi) effected it. When Assyria conquered 
Babylonia in the thirteenth century, a Chaldean Power was 
established in Babylon. This Assyrian rule continued 
until Assur-bani-pal's death in 625 B. C. After this 
Nabopolassar acted as an independent king. Under 
Nebuchadnezzar Babylonia reached its zenith. Cyrus 
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conquered her in 538 B. C, and she became part of the 
Medo-Persian Empire.
